in the printing industry j b uoted from the works of MARX 

and ENGELS as well as " Comrade "GUS HAlX's report on trade unions 
to show united act%)n,a3 needed. He concluded with statement that 
younger comrades must play more active part since older comrades 
are known and could not function as well. 

In the organizational report given by JERRY (ZALPH) he 
stated report was based on collection discussion of the section 
committee although there were many unresolved opinions among 
the members of the committee. JERRY stated the Party must play 
a vanguard role in the offense and defense of each of the 
unions' efforts to achieve unity - must use united front tactics. 
In order to guide and lead such activity the Party must examine 
all its existing methods of work and structures so as to renew 
any structures or foi»ms which stand in the way of streamlining, 
of concentrating, and of devoting our undivid^.d attention to our 
tasks of integrating ourselves in the shops with our fellow workers, 
broadening our base on problems, and giving leadership to the imm- 
ediate and long range struggles of the printing workers. JERRY 
was critical of the composition of the section as it exists and 
proposed In line with the organizational report of the national 
and state committee: 

1. ©lat more coijurades go to work in larger shops so 
that they can form shop clubs. 

2. Ihat all comrades not in shop clubs transfer to 
Party apparatuses in their localities, that Is, community sections 
and clubs. 
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3. This would result in eliminating the unnecessary 
and ineffectual industry clubs and section^ which has not shown 
enou^ Party activity or growth in the trade. 

4. Shop clubs be attached directly to the state or 
industrial board. 

5. That all comrades within a union regardless of 
•where they are in a shop or community clubs be called together 
periodically (every six weeks suggested) for the sole purpose 

of discussing policy, aims, strategy and tactics within that particular 
union and its rank and file. 

6. ;.. Group within a union would make all Party decisions 
on policy, strategy, etc, 

7. That this faction within a union elect an executive 
body which shall meet and function between meetings of the general 
faction and shall supervise the carrying out of all decisions 

of the general body. 

6. That this executive body be charged with the 
responsibility for the name, address, telephone number, shop of 
every single Party member in the union and shall be responsible 
for their notification of all general faction meetings. 

9. That this executive body shall study and recommend 
concrete recommendations for general faction discussion and decision 
on: 

1. The independent and vanguard role of the Party 
in the trade unions, the rank and file movement, and shops. 

2. The distribution of Party members and literature 
particuarly within shops. 

3. Growth of the Party numerically. 

4. Introduction of broad Party campaigns into the 
trade. (Peaceful coexistence, petitions, civil rights etc.) 
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5. Negro work with specific goals. (Citywi<ae 
apprenticeship etc.) 

6. Introduction of broad labor campaigns i.e. shorter 
work week, unity of crafts, struggle against unemployment etc. 

7. OJhe executive body shall guide each individual 
comrade to become more active in union and shop. 

8. There shall be regular liaison -between executive 
committees and all factions within the trade. 

JERRY said there was disagreement between members of 
section committee on above proposals but that the section committee 
did propose: 

A. All clubs should hold meetings on the results of 
this convention and its decisions. 

B. In coming months, the section shall set as its 
goal the establishment of one or two shop clubs at major plan' - 
members in small shops should shift to larger shops so clubs can 
be set up. 

C. In carrying outthe a©orgaintization of the section the 
following existing clubs shall be retained: 

1. Shop club 

2. Night workers club 

3. Pressmens club 

4. Elthographers club 
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The Brooklyn-^ nwood and Queens Clubs shall be dissolved 
aid their members transferred to their respective community clubs. 

Following a lunch break after the above report chairman 
introduced ABE (SCHWARTZ) as the literature director who then 
read a list of literature available to thiOse present, including 
"Political Affairs", "Mainstream", "Fundamentals of Marxi sm- Leninism , 
Volumes I and II of ISNIN's collective works. "World Marxist Review , 
"Marxist Analysis of the Cuban Revolution", "Soviet Review", 
"Marxism Today", etc. 

The chairman next introduced ABE (ZUCKERMAN) as chairman 
of the auditing committee which was set up at the last convention. 
ABE said the books were audited and are okay - audit covers last 
quarter of 1959 and all of I960.

In Yiew of the fact that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, State 
Chairman, CP of Illinois, may not be able to attend this 
meeting because of the illness of his wife, BART desired 
that SAM KUSHHIR and FLO HALL be contacted and requested to 
come to New' York for the discussions on May 26, 1961. He 
further requested that if HALL and KUSENER are ag^i|eable to 
attend this meeting, that they proceed -to New York' City by 
the cheapest means of transportation possible in order to 
keep the meeting costs ' down. 

BART also advised that the matter of the meeting

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Incomplete, but that almost all the districts 
showed an increase, infomant noted that at 
this point BART then utilized the added security 
of the blackboard to emphaize certain points, 
but that this information was not available to 
the infoiroant.

On that basis 
you will be able to see vihat "we" must do to 
reverse the situation. The figures from both 
Michigan and Ohio are discouraging, 

commented that with regard 
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to dues papi^hts, some areas collect dues and 
some areas do not. There are some areas that 
collect dues and send them in and others that 
collect the dues and do not send them in, so 
that for some time the dues payments do not 
reflect fully the membership. 

The registration also reflects the looseness 
in organization. If "we "were to set up a year 
round checking machinery, we could possibly increase 
tments and have a more accurate registration, 
commented that "we" should continue to 
strength en the organizational work and raise the 
level of dues payments and organization. He 
noted that this could not be done by districts 
having so few paid leaders. He said that we 
can conclude that even with what we J^^ve, it is 
not well organized and we do not have sufficient 
control. He noted that it takes too long to get 
a registration completed, dues payments are un- 
satisfactory and most districts .are living beyond 
their means. 
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felt that what 'was needed T^as 
to mak^ an erroi^t to re-establish organizations 
in a whole number of areas where the Party has 
been practically liquidated. He thought that 
a list of possibly 50 cities throughout the 
country should be made up where in a period of 
three to five months attempts to re-establish 
clubs should be made. He felt that if they 
were able to establish 50 clubs^ they wculd 
be able to bring into the Party anywhere from 
300 to 400 people. 



Secondly-! [felt that it would 

be impossible for tne party to grow unless the 
circulation of *^The V/orker" grows. He said that 
if they are able to solve !!The Worker" question^ 
they will be able to establish a base for Party 
grot^"th# .

felt that in connection 



with educational work the Party should give more 
attention to the establishment of all kinds of 
forums and classes. He said that many of the 
people will come to learn^ many of whom have 
socialist ideas. They will go so far as to read 
the paper and attend classes, but they will not 
come into the Party. He sai.d "we" must learn 
to live with this kind of thing. 

I [ also expressed the opinion that 

the party was not giving enough attention to 
education propaganda. He said that people wanted 
to know what Communism is all about, but that the 
Party is not con^eting enough in the ideological 
field. He said there were a number of people who 
Vjere coming closer to the Party psychologically 
arid if properly indoctrinated by^our comrades, they 
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could fee brought closer to "us". He s.aid it 
is necessary to take steps overcome our 
weakness. He thought P^^sihle to bring in 
1000 people into the party, as well as bring 
back those who left the Party, 

PHIL BART said that a complete day | 
should be devoted to these problems at the next , 
NEC meeting. BART said it was also necessary , 
that all the latest figures shoula be brought | 
in. 

Tnformant noted that BART then discussed 
membershS fSuSes? but due to the added security 
Sf the blackboard, this information v^as not available 
to the informant.

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on 4/15/63:, NY 2359-S* advised that on 
above date a meeting on the Party press was held at 
CP Headquarters, NYC. On 4/19/61, NY 2362-S* 
furnished information relating to the press meeting 
which was given to the members of the National 
Board, CP, USA, at their weekly meeting held on 
4/19/61 » The highlights and most important statements 
made relating to th$§r meeting is set out "below. 

Among thofcc in attendance at the Party press 
meeting of 4/15/61, were: 

PHIL BAPiT, Chariman 
JACK STACHEL 
LOUIS WEINSTOCK 
BETTY GANlNlETT 
FANNY (LNU) 

FRANCES GABO¥ and others whose identity 
was unknown to the informant. 
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Informant advised that PHIL BART acted as chairman 
of the meeting. JACK STACHEL opened the discussion and 
commented briefly on the importance of the Party press 
particularly, "The Worker" in bringing the issues before 
the people. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK stated th^t he would make his report 
brief and to the point. He stated that there was a political 
underestimation of the role of the Party press by all the 
districts. He said that the press has to seep in among the 
people in order to tell them what the CP is ail about. 

VffilNSTOCK said that he first wanted to emphasize 
that in his opinion there was no sub-drive, adding that 
the Party may call it a sub-drive, but that actually little 
was accomplished in the past four months* He noted that 
there were 1533 renewals which he said was not very good 
and was merely normal business. As regards new readers, 
there were 68? listed as of April 7th and in view of this 
it was necessary to develop a new type of approach on 
the question of subscriptions. 

WEINSTOCK commented that in the Connecticut 
District in the past three months, they brought in four 
new subscriptions. He indicated that the Eastern Pennsylvania 
District had 4l subscriptions. 

WEINSTOCK commented that he was extremely disappointed 
with the results and also because of the lack of attendance 
at this press meeting. He noted that originally they had 
expected ten or twelve comrades from the New York District 
which he had hoped would have a stimulating effect upon the 
comrades from other districts. He said that the Party 
was not utilizing all its available forces in the subscription 
drive, and this particularly applied to New York, Philadelphia, 
Connecticut and New Jersey, 

Continuing, miiNSTOCK commented that in the New York 
District they were making efforts to build the paper and 
said that "we" under the name of the paper (The Worker) 
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are bringing together people explaining the paper's policy, 
the editorials and organization. He said "we" are orgaaizing 
in New York a press club, bringing in both Party and non- 
party people on which to build a base for "The Worker". 

WEINSTOCK related that it was necessary to work 
among all the national groups in order to convince them 
that in addition to their language paper they .shoul4 also 
get "The Worker" for their children, who no longer speak 
the language of their parents. He felt that it was necessary 
to have an overall reexamination as to how the Party operates 
in the Trade Union movement, mass organizations, peace 
movement and how to integrate the struggle for t3a^ paper 
in these organizations. 

PHIL BART acting as chairman stated that discussions 
would be limited to approximately ten minutes. 

BETTY GAMNETT stated that she agreed with LOUIS' 
(WEINSTOCK) statement, adding that in New York, they are 
continuing at a low ebb as far as the drive is concerned. 
She said they have reached about 1/3 of their objective, 
some clubs having done good work, while others hav6 
not obtained a single new subscription. 

GANNETT commented that the new subscriptions have 
to be gotten from people who "we" are related with in our 
communities and mass work. GANNETT noted that the continuing 
problem is a reluctance on the part of the comrades to gO' 
out with the paper. She said that another problem was 
the lack of taking advantage of exciting issues in order 
to increase the paper's circulation. 

Informant advised that FANNY (LNU) stated that the 
Party has never really taught the comrades how to do mass 
work. She said some comrades felt that they must disguise 
themselves, adding that, she was unable to get anyone in 
her club to get even one new subscription. FANNY (LNU) 
thought that this condition existed because the county 
leadership let them run things in their own way. She 
concluded that the comrades must develop a sense of 
responsibility. 
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FRANCES GABOW stated we are dealing with 
a serious problem involving a number of things 
Including leadership and the outlook for the 
paper. "We" estaKllshedapress committee and a 
number of new people came, A serious mistake was 
made In linking the committee to closeiSr to the 
Party and the Party leadership taking over. Now 
we are reshaping the committee^ changing the name 
and making it a clubj an open forum type with ^ 
all kinds of topics with the objective of supporting 
the paper • , 

Last week in Philadelphia^ a thousand people 
were gathered and all kinds of leaflets were being 
distributed, but not "The Worker" , We could have 
sold a considerable number of "Workers y but there 
Is a fear of getting out, which has to be over- 
come. These problems have to be taken up and 
worked on by the club. 

"I" built up a route for "The Woi»ker" and 
turned it over to a club. They would deliver the 
paper one . week and then miss the following three 
weeks, people called me wondering what had happened 
to the paper. The people should go out and sell 
the paper like a salesman, but instead, they deliver 
it and have no relationship with them. Relationship 
of people Is necessary and "l" can count on my fingers 
the number of people who handle the paper. 

An Individual, whose identity was unknown to 
the informant, comraented that some of the comrades 
do not receive "The V/orker" and they complained that 
they have no time to read the paper, because they 
are involved in mass work. This individual felt 
that there was a need for morq experienced comrades 
to work out a solution. 
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Another individual^ whose identity was 
unknown to the informant and apparently from the 
Philadelphia area, stated that she had been 
reading "The Worker" for the past 30 years, by 
subscriptior}, and that she would not be without 
it. This individual felt that the paper was 
getting better each issue, but thought that 
since it was only a weekly paper, it should have 
more pages. She felt that what was lacking in 
the paper was the failure to constantly stress 
the differences in our system and in the socialist 
system. She felt that efforts should be made to 
point out the unemployment figures in the US 
as compared to the lack of unemployment in the 
Soviet Union. 

Another individual, whose identity was 
unknown to the informant and was apparently from 
the Philadelphia area, stated that "we" considered 
the labor movement as vital to the building up 
of the mass movement in the US. He said that 
two labor papers are published in Philadelphia, 
which reflect what can be done in the building up of 
this movement. He said there was a need to show 
people a way that they can d-o things without 
subjecting themselves to too much economic reprisals. 
He said that a person fears that by going out and 
selling the paper everyone will see him and, hence, 
he may lose his job. 

FANNY (LNU) stated that "we" had sold 
"The Worker" outside a labor meeting, but they 
complained that they did not want to be associated 
with us. PHIL BART them commented that when "The 
Worker" goes into a certain group, its influence is 
felt. He stated that there is a need to build up 
the circulation of the paper and one means of doing 
this would be to get the names of individuals from 
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the various clubs of those membprs tahn havf=> , 

dropped out. He commented that^ (ph) 



of Chicago, vjas one of the large s-c circuj.a'cion 
builders and that "he ferreted out people". 

BART commented that it was necessary that 
the paper should become the focal point of the 
Party, and that new subscriptions should be the 
main objective. He said it was also necessary to 
revive the old newsstands that were formerly 
used. He also recommti „.ed that there by a national 
press day possibly on May 21, for the whole Party 
under the sponsorship of "The Worker", 

BART closed the discusseon by recommending 
that possibly LOUIS (WEINSTOGK), JACK (STACI-IEL) 
and himself would visit various districts within 
the next several weeks regarding the press. He 
also recommended that the next conference be 
organized for June 3. 

On 4/19/61, NY 2362-S* advised that on 
the above date a meeting of the National Board, 
CP,. USA and invited guests, was held at CP Head- 
quarters, NYC. During that meeting discussion was 
had concerning the recent press conference held 
4/15/61. 

PHIL BART gave the National Board members a 
brief rundown of what had transpired at the April 
15 meeting. BART stated that the response to "The 
Worker" meeting was a reflection of the response 
to the drive itself. Among those present were 
people from Philadelphia, and from NY, only industrial 
and Manhattan was represented. No one came in from 
New England and no one from New Jersey, as well as 
Maryland, in the report by LOUIS (WEINSTOCK) it 
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became evident that there was no circulation 
drive. What you have is a renewal of subscriptions 
and a certain amount of new subscriptions, which 
would come in normally without any drive, BART 
stated that it was proposed that there be a basic 
change especially as regards the circulation 
drive. He stated that motions were adopted as 
follows : 

1. A committee of LOUIS (WEINSTOCK), 
JACK (STACHEL) and himself, are to arrange 
meetings with all East Coast districts to discuss 
the circulation drive. Outside NY the meetings 
will be held with the district boards and in NY 
the meetings will be held on a county basis, 

2. The meetings will direct *helr main 
attention to the circulation of the press aind 
to set up objectives ''for the next several weeks. 

3. Pollo\^ing the activities of the next 
several weeks there shall be arranged some time 
around the end of May a national press day with 
efforts being made to involve the largest number 
of people possjEble, 

BART felt that on that day it might be 
possible to visit anywhere from 1200 to 1500 
former readers of the paper in order to get them to 
resubscribe. He said also that in addition to 
the national press day possibly a national conference, 
one for the whole country, or two conferences, one 
to be held in th^ east and one in the midwest, coi^ld be 
arranged, BART stated that all the above proposals 
were accepted unanimously, 

LOUIS (WEINSTOCK) stated that in the last 
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four months we have resistered 600 new readers, 
but with the normal cancellations, he did not 
believe the circulation was Increased by 121. 
He noted that in Detroit, there is a full timer 
in charge of "The ViTorker", but that only six 
or dight new subscriptions have been obtained 
in the past four months, and added that the 
same can be said of Ohio and New Jersey, 

WEINSTOCK commented that there was no 
political understanding of the members of building 
the press. He said this was a serious problem for 
the national leadership. He stated that the Party 
has to examine how to carry out its activities 
saying that the party was not moving, but rather 
Just standing still, 

GUS HALL commented as part of the circulation 
drive there should be some discussion regarding the 
makeup and the content of the paper. He said the 
midwest edition is not producing results and there 
have been a lot of negative views concerning it, 

IRVING POTASH next proposed that the question 
of "The Worker" should become a special order of 
business in the next two or three weeks, and the^e 
should be a full dress discussion regarding the 
problems of "The Worker", 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY expressed the opinion that 
"The Worker" should assign someone to the Job of 
handling the promotion of our circulation campaign,.

Re memorandum of SA ALEXANDER C. BURLINSON, hA/6l, 
captioned "SOLO;IS-C," containing instructions for tracing 
money expended by members of the CP directly to the funds 
obtained by the Party from abroad. 

On 5/10/61, while in Washington, D.C., the writer 
conferred with Mr. FRED BAUMGARTMER, Section Chief, Domestic 
Intelligence Division. 

Mr. BAUtlGARTNER stressed the importance of the above- 
mentioned money tracing operation and the Bureau's interest 
in it. He stated that it is not the Bureau's purpose that 
all funds from abroad be traced, but that evidence of the 
transfer from the CPUSA or CP of f iciaJs of three or four 
substantial sums to payees be developed. 

Mr. BADMGARTNSR stated that once information is 
received reflecting transfer from an informant to a CPUSA 
functionary of money from abroad it is Incumbent upon the 
individual case agent, consistently with security, to trace 
this money into the hands of a payee, and to indicate in the 
individual case report what efforts have been, or will be, 
made to trace the said money, or why it is inconsistent with 
security to trace the money. (Although Mr. BAUMGARTNER 
did not mention the matter, it is believed that reports of 
a money tracing operation, for security reasons, should not 
appear in the investigative section of a report) .

The first session of this meeting was held at 
1119 West Lindley Avenue, Philadelphia, Pa., and dealt 
entirely with a Draft Party Program on Legislative and Social 
Action in the State of Pennsylvania. FRANCES SABCfW, District 
Organization Secretary, CPEPD, ' read this Draft Program after 
explaining that it had been worked out on a state level and 
"Mae suggestions of Pittsburgh were incorporated* 

GABOW said this is to be the official program sind 
policy of the GPEPD given with a Marxist view and is to be 
mailed out to the public after it is approved by the District 
Committee. The Draft Program of the CPEPD includes the 
following: 

1. Unemployment in Pennsylvania includes 11^ 
of the workers and has resulted fTOTn the 
cold war policy of the United States. Ttie 
missile program has taken money that could 
have been used to build better schools. Trade 
with socialist countries is mandatory to . 
secure more Jobs.

The members of the District Committee discussed this 
Draft Program at length and agreed with its general tone but 
criticized it for the following reasons? Tendency to deal with 
national questions rather than strictly state issues; lack of 
clarity on the relationship between the cold war policy and jobs;

NABRIED said that from these problems, there has 
developed a qualified change taking place at the top leader- 
ship level (of unions), of struggle between the old-'craft AFL 
and the industrial union division of CIOo This struggle goes 
deeper than Jurisdictional fights It is a political fight 
around United States foreign policy^ New trends in labor 
are also evidenced by the following s 

lo A series of actions on the part of trade 
union leadership on the question of peace, 
starting with an EMIL MAZEY speech 
sponsored by the Friends Service* 

2o Conference held in Chicago by trade 
unionists where the peace discussion 
was the order of the dayo 

3o (JAMES) CAREY'S attack on (GEORGE) MEANY 
at the conference in Washington • 

4o The Negro American Labor Council's conference 
in Washington laid down a policy on racism* 

NAMIED said these developments and trends must be 
used in carrying on the Communist Party's worko The special 
role of the Communist trade union member is to bring clarity 
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on these Issues and deepen the thinking of the leadership of 
the trade union movement. NABRIED also said that the Cominunists 
must continue to fi^t for unity within the tvsuie union movement. 

JAMES DOLSEN, District Press Secretary, CPEPD, said 
that there was a convention to be held on Latin American 
problems that will strengthen ties between the USA and Latin 
American unions. He said a few labor leaders have met quietly 
In New York and are laying the groundwork for a labor party.

PHIL BART, National Organization Secretary, CPUS A, 
recommended that each read the trade union section in QOS 
hall's report which will give a good idea of world movements 
and the effect it is playing on United States labor. He also 
said there Is a new '^left" arising In trade unions. It Is 
"left" in the sense of (WALTER) REUTHER and CAHEY being to 
the "left" of GEORGE MEAKY. He said the Communist Party 
today has some contacts among labor leaders and can sit down 
and talk and in some ways influence them to take a stand 
on certain issues. These contacts must grow larger. He 
also called for unity In the house of labor. 

PHIL SABA, a member of the CPEPD, said that the 
Communist Party should not only be Interested in Informing 
top level contacts In labor but must atLso get rank-and-file 
contacts . 

HABEIED's report was adopted. The following other

Now the leader of th© world imperialist camp, 
President Kennedy, plans a trip to France in an attempt to 
iron out differences and to further the aiass of the American 
ruling circles. According to Senator Morse, no friend of 
Cuba independence himself, the Kennedy Administration is 'trying 
to wipe the bloody spots off its hands, ' President Kennedy 
continues feis threats to the Cuitoam people and their government. 
He demands the right to bleed all of South America for Wall 
Street-"- in the name of the Monroe Doctrine. He threatens the 
peace of the world. 

"The Japanese people dealt the war policies of 
Eisenhower a blow by their powerful demonstrations after the 
U-2.

According to GtJS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary, on 
Frldajr, June l6th, there will be a conference of CP attorneys 
who, in order to circumvent the recent Supreme Court decisions, 
will seek to find a way to "abandon" the present Party legal 
entity and name and replace the present Party with a new 
organization that would not be affected by the Supreme Court 
decisions. The conference is being (^ayed pending the arrival 
from abroad of JOHN ABT, who will be an important conferee, 
and who is expected to be in MYO on 6/14/^1 • 

With regard to proposals, made at a CP Review 
Commission meeting at the home of LENA SCHERER on 6/9/61, 
regarding the establishment of an underground operation to 
maintain communications, HALL has expressed full agreement. 

The CP National Office, by direction of HALL, is 
initiating immediately "a clean-up campaign." All desks are 
being examined to see that they contain nothing that might 
embarrass the Party. "Security" is now the key word at the 
CP National Office and at the m State CP Office. The CPUSA 
Review Commission has the responsibility of maintaining Party 
security, and is in the process of checking security also at 
NY State CP Headquarters and at the office of "The Worker." 

A "defense committee" office is to be opened in 
a building in the area of 17th St., and Union Square, NYC.
